for the precision of th e Tinker, Ey­ 
ers, C hance, Steinfeld 
combination 
was for years alm ost faultless. 
As m an ag e r, Chance led the team 
to four national 
league champion­ 
ships, in 1906, ’7, ’8, and ’IO and 
twice won th e w o rld ’s championship. 
He acted as playing manager until 
this season, when injuries caused by 
being stru ck on the head frequently 
by pitched balls, caused him to re­ 
tire from first base and act as bench 
m anager. 
A lthough handicapped by a 
team 
which lacked th e brilliancy 
of his 
fo rm e r winners, Cxiance led a won­ 
derful fight this year and had 
his 
pitching staff held up, would have 
given th e Giants a close race 
for 
the National league pennant. 
Chance was born 
September 9, 
I Si 7, and played his first baseball in 
f r e s n o , Cal., his home, as catcher 
of the high school team. 
He caught 
for the W a sh in g to n university team 
and when g ra d u a te d 
as a dentist, 
took p a rt in a to u rn a m e n t 
between 
team s from San Francisco and Fres­ 
no, w here Bill Lange and Cal McVey 
were impressed with his ability and 
recom m ended him to Captain Anson, 
who signed him. 
Chance caught for the Cubs, but 
freq u en t injuries 
caused 
Selee to 
send him to first base in 1903. 
He 
u a s elected captain of the team in 
1904 
and then 
became 
manager 
w'hen Selee retired. 
I]/? has always 
been absolute m a s te r of the team 
since his appointm ent.
